TO THE QUEEN’S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTT. 

May it please yode Majesty, 

In accordance with the provisions of the Act of Parliament 
founding the Queen’s Colleges, I have the honour of submitting 
to your Majesty the following Report of the Proceedings and Con- 
dition of the Queen’s College, Galway, for the Session 1879-80. 

In my Report for the Session 1878-9, 1 stated that the con- 
dition of the College was satisfactory, and that its prospects 
were encouraging. The Students attending Lectures during that 
Session, numbered 167. In the Session that has just closed 
(1879-80), the number stood at 180 ; being the largest number 
since the opening of the College. And I may here be permitted 
to observe that, in order to estimate justly the condition and 
progress of the College from the number of Students on the Rolls, 
it should be borne in mind that daily attendance on Lectures is 
stringently enforced in all the departments of The Queen’s 
Colleges. 

The Lectures in the Colleges combine Tutorial instruction 
with the Professorial system of teaching. And, apart from the 
information in special subjects and the communication of know- 
ledge which this method of instruction ensures, I feel justified 
in adding, from what I and others have observed of the humanizing 
power of the Lecture-room, and of the intercourse of the students 
with their teachers and among themselves, that I regard these 
influences as no less important training for the business of life 
than that which the direct inculcation of literature and science 
imparts. 

I deem it right on this occasion to make a few further remarks 
on this subject, with particular reference to that important 
department of the College — the Medical School. At the present 
moment special attention is directed to the question of the value 
of the Lecture-system in Medical education ; and a proposal has 
been adopted by the English College of Surgeons — that all candi- 
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dates for its diploma shall be required to undergo an examination 
in Anatomy and Physiology at the close of their first year of 
study ; not with a view to exemption from examination on these 
subjects at the usual time, but in order to ensure that a Student’s 
time shall not be wasted by a merely nominal attendance on 
Lectures. Now in this College a daily Roll-call has always been 
in force in every Class, and Class-examinations are frequently 
held. A daily Class-examination is held in the Class of Ana- 
tomical Demonstrations, and one weekly in Physiology ; and no 
credit is given for attendance when deficient preparation for 
Lecture, or deficient study of the subject, is shown by the 
Student. The Class certificate thus shows not merely the pay- 
ment of a fee, and the entry of a name on a Class-roll, but is a 
guarantee of continuous study of the subject on the part of the 
Student during the entire Session. I am desirous to direct 
attention tp this prominent and essential feature of The Queen’s 
Colleges’ system for this reason — that, while a reform of the well- 
known abuses of the Lecture-system, now under discussion, has 
been only partially secured by changes in the rules of a small 
number of Medical Institutions, the system of Roll-call and Class 
examinations adopted in this College has avoided the evil from 
the beginning. 

It is gratifying to have to note that three Professors of our 
Medical Faculty, natives of this county, completed their Under- 
graduate course of education in this College. 

The large proportion of Medical Students to the whole number 
has been often commented on, and I have no desire to withdraw 
the fact from notice ; but I would ask permission to make one or 
two remarks thereon. In the last Session, there were 57 
Students in Arts, and 101 in Medicine ; the remainder being 
divided between Law and Engineering. On this state of 
things I would beg to observe that, in the present social condition 
of Ireland, and in the case of a College which is mainly recruited 
from the middle and professional classes, it is what might 
naturally be expected that the Faculty of Medicine should be 
considered of no less importance than that of Arts, and that it 
should attract to itself a large proportion of the Students of the 
College. In this working and necessitous age it is natural that 
the branches of learning which seem to yield the most profit- 
able and early fruits should be the most eagerly sought after. 
Many students cannot afford to spend them time up to twenty-one 
or twenty-two year’s of age in the study for a preparatory degree, 
which is to be the mere foundation-stone of their professional 
edifice ; and, I believe, it will be generally found that, owing to 
the constant demand for the services of Medical men, and the 
comparative certainty of immediate employment which the pro- 
fession holds out, Students of Medicine far out-number Students 
in Arts in Colleges circumstanced as the Queen’s Colleges are. 
It was the original function of Universities — never, I trust, to 
become antiquated — to act as the instructors of all who have 
occasion for learning, and not merely of the wealthier classes of 
the community ; and Universities must adjust their arrangements 
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to the changed requirements of society, else they will see the 
modern stream of thought and action flow swiftly past them. I 
would further observe — and to this consideration I will ask 
attention, as it is commonly overlooked — that the Medical Curri- 
culum of the Queen’s Colleges includes a large element of Aits’ 
education. Every Medical Student is required to pass a strict 
and bond fide examination in English, Greek, Latin, and Mathe- 
matics ; and, in addition to his strictly professional training, is 
obliged to pursue the following courses : — Modern Languages, 
Natural Philosophy, Chemistry, Botany, and Zoology — studies 
which are valuable not merely as being subservient to a future 
practical career, but as ranking among the best gymnastics of 
the mind, and clearly entitled to take rank in the category of 
Arts’ subjects in any comprehensive system of University 
Education. I may mention that four of the Professors who are 
set down as belonging to the Faculty of Arts are more largely 
employed in the teaching of the Medical School. 

It will not be considered out of place to advert here to the 
effects on University Education which may be hoped for from 
the operation of the Intermediate Education Act. 

Among the various causes that have retarded the progress of 
University Education in Ireland, perhaps the greatest was the 
want of a good supply of local schools, where the young could be 
sufficiently educated to enter at once, and with adequate pre- 
paratory instruction, upon the more advanced courses of Collegiate 
study. The universal extension of the National System of 
Education had the natural, though unintended, effect of displacing 
a large number of private schools of that humble character which 
formerly were found in almost every village, and at which a certain 
amount of Classical and Scientific learning was attainable. In 
large districts of the country there is an absolute want of schools 
at which the sons of those classes for whose benefit the 
Queen’s Colleges were mainly designed might obtain the 
requisite preliminary education. This deficiency of middle-class 
education had been repeatedly complained of by those who are 
most conversant with the details of the Collegiate system, as 
tending seriously to restrict the number of those who would 
pursue an academical career, and to impede the progress of many 
of those students who were able to get over the first difficulties of 
the Matriculation Examinations. The subject attracted much 
public attention, and it could not fail to be observed that while 
the State was liberal to University and to Primary Education, 
the Intermediate grade was not in a satisfactory condition ; so 
that the liberality of Government was to a considerable extent 
frustrated. The attention of Parliament was directed to the 
matter, and Your Majesty was graciously pleased to sanction the 
Intermediate Education Act for Ireland. Valuable results have 
already appeared, and I trust that the measure will prove effective 
in raising the preparatory schools to a higher level of efficiency, 
and so augmenting the number of those qualified to take advan- 
tage of the higher courses of instruction. I think we are justified

Report of the President 



in looking forward in this country to a large extension of Univer- 
sity teaching ; and the diffusion of Secondary Education is the 
one condition on which that extension depends. It would he 
difficult to exaggerate the importance of providing means by 
which the industrious and the able of our youth might be put in 
a position to receive the highest education that the country affords, 
and of thus placing early advancement within the reach of the 
efforts of the most capable young men of all classes. This object, 
so far as the action of the State is concerned, would seem to he 
best accomplished by encouraging an Intermediate element (chiefly 
the Ancient and Modern Languages) to combine itself, where it is 
locally required, with Primary instruction. Many of the existing 
schools might with moderate assistance be made available for this 
purpose ; and there can he no doubt that the desire for Secondary 
Education is widespread among the classes whose children attend 
Primary Schools. Some such arrangement, which seems but a 
natural developmentof thebenefieent system ofNationalEducation, 
would, it appears to me, be of the highest importance to a country 
like Ireland, which is comparatively deficient in those physical 
resources that open to youth manifold careers of industrial enter- 
prise, but whose people appear to be largely endowed with an 
aptitude for intellectual pursuits, and a keen ambition for pro- 
fessional distinction. Tlie success of Irish students at the great 
public contests of the educated youth of the Empire has been 
conspicuous. This field of native industry they have diligently 
cultivated, and have been recompensed for their labours by com- 
petence and distinction, while at the same time they have brought 
to the service of the state and society the qualifications of well- 
directed talent and enlightened intellect.

The conduct of the Students has been unexceptionable ; not a 
single infraction of discipline occurred during the Session. The 
Reverend Deans of Residences have been instant in the discharge 
of every duty connected with their office, and have entitled 
themselves to the grateful acknowledgments of all who are in- 
terested in the welfare of the College. 

The Libraries and Museums are in a satisfactory condition. 
Though these Departments cannot, as in older institutions, boast 
of the accumulations of ages of learned benevolence or patriotic 
bounty, yet they are in many sections of their respective subjects 
most valuable. The liberality of the Legislature has provided for 
their annual augmentation, and has thus secured for the Students 
all the essential requisites of the most advanced practical instruc- 
tion, and has established for the benefit of the people of this remote 
and outlying province permanent local repositories of Literature, 
Science, and Art. The Council have largely extended the benefits 
of the Library to the people of Galway. The revised Catalogue, 
which will shortly be completed, will enable the Library to 
discharge effectively the function which up to this time it has 
to a considerable extent fulfilled — that of being the sole Library of 
reference and consultation in the West of Ireland. The Museums 
of Natural History, and Mineralogy and Geology are also visited 
with much interest by the general public, and are found to foster 
a taste for those important departments of Science. 

There is a pressing need of enlarged accommodation in the 
Anatomical department of the Medical School ; the Lecture 
Theatre and the Practical Room are inconveniently crowded. 

I trust that the Commissioners of Public Works will shortly 
take steps to remedy this inconvenience. 

In the course of the Session, the College lost the valuable 
services which Dr. Curtis had rendered it for twenty-three years 
as Professor of Natural Philosophy, and for the last three years 
as Registrar also, he having been appointed by His Grace the 
Lord Lieutenant to the important office of Assistant-Commis- 
sioner of Intermediate Education. Mr. Larmor, a Graduate of 
the Queen’s University, and Senior Wrangler at the University of 
Cambridge for 1880, succeeded to the vacant Chair. Dr. Maguire, 
Professor of Latin, was elected a Fellow of Trinity College, Dublin.
